Effect of Irigation 
in Alkali Soil 


The following is part of the 
address delivered by Mr R. S. 
Stockton, Strathmore, at the In- 
ternational Irrigation Convention 
in Calgary last month. The re- 
mainder of the address appeared 
in former issues: 


The soil overlaying the count-| 


ry rock may been formed irom the 
gradual breaking down of these 
rocks in places or by the deposit 
of other material carried by water, 
ice, or wind, 

The soils on the Eastern slopes 
cf the Rocky Mountains are 
formed largely by erosion of the 
mountains and from 
and sandstoues underlaying the 
country. The soil is roughly 
divided into top-soil and subsoil, 
the top soil b ing distinguished 
by containing a certain portion of 
vegetatle and animal matter cal- 
led humus. Up to a certain 
point the more humus the soil 
contains the more fertile it is ard 
some humus ts necesssry for pro- 
fitabie growth. The top soils in 
Alberta are rich in humus 
pared with some semi-arid re- 


come 


clay shales |

gions and are well supplied with 
potassium, calcium, magnesium, 
and sodium salts, which is a cha- 
racteristic of arid or semi-arid 
soils that are not subjected to the 
leaching that occurs in a humid 
region. 

Soils may be classed as clay 
soils, sandy soils and limestone 
soils but are very seldom found 
pure and are named from the 
predominating constituents. 
When a soil is well mixed and 
contains humus it is called a 
loan, if sand predominates it be- 
comes a sandy loam. A _ soil 
with a large percentage of lime ts 
called a marl. The decomposi- 
tion of nearly all rocks, exc pt 
sandstone, results in a clay soil, 
that is, a soil containing silicate 
of alumina as the principal con- 
stitueot. It is important to have 
a proper total and relative amount 
of vegetable matter, nitrates, 
phosphates, potash and lime in 
order to have a soil of great pro- 
ductiveness. A_ soil analysis, 
theretore, in certain cases is an 
important matter since if one of 
the essentials is absent or present 
in very small amount, it may be 
feasiable and profitable to supply 
the deficiency. 

Most Western soils in the arid 
o4 semi-arid belt contain more or 
less soluble alkalis, which, when 
not present to excess, furnish 
some plant food, but when con- 


centrated at certain — points 
may become strong enough 
to prevent any profit- 
able plant growth, The alkalis 


are represented by various salts 
Calcium, Sodium Potassium and 
Magnesium and are generally 
brought into the surface soil by 
water seeping from underground 
sources and evaporating on the 
surface, leaving the alkali as a 
crust on or near the surface, 

In order to get rid of alkali it 1s 
necessary to reverse this process 
by providing drainage and then 
supplying an excess of water to 
wash off the surface deposit or 
carry it downward and to the 
dtrainage outet, This has been 
tried and it has been shown that 
any alkali land can be reclaimed 
ifa drainage outlet can be had 
and water is availadle for flood- 
ing, so it comes down merely to 
a question of expense, 

This matter is a very important 
one in most irrigated districts be- 
cause seepage water from ditches 
and trom over-irrigation of the 
land may be thrown to the sur- 
face by underground impervious 
strata. This seepage water dis- 
solves the alkali from the soil and 
rock through which it passes and 
by evaporation deposits it as men- 
tioned above, which makes clear 
the importance of supply by irri- 
igation only enough water to fur- 
nish the needed moisture for 
growing crops. 
ing of this matter will often enab- 
le the farmer by a simple system 
of ditches to cut off the seepage 
water and thus prevent the dam- 
age, or by constructing an out- 
let drain which will allow the 
land to be flooded heavily and the 
excess alkali washed downward. 
Check irrigation is particulary 
adapted to reclaiming alkali land | 
or stopping the rise of alkali, as 
it enables the land owner to make 
a heavy irrigation and force the 
circulation downwards. 

A heavy forage crop which 
prevents surface evaporation is of 
great assistance in this matter of 
keeping the alkali down. 

The handling of the alkali pro- 
blem demands co-operation, since 
one farm on high ground may

Itis said that irrigation leach- 
es out some of the valuable con- 
stituents of the soil and so it does, 
but it was recently determined at 
the Utah Experimental Station 
that the application of 30 inches 
of water from a clear mountain 
stream used for irrigation purpos- 
es, added to the soil 6 Ibs of phos- 
pherus, to lbs of potassium, 148 
Ibs of calcium and 102 Ibs, of 
magnesium per acre, while ex- 
periments °t Rothamstead, Eng- 
glaed, indicates that drainage re- 
moves more calcium and magne- 
sium than of any other elements, 
hence irrigation water, especially 
if it contains some sediment, pro- 
bably adds more to the soil than 
i unless used ina
